WORLD'S OLDEST INDUSTRY 

Salt Diving tn the Dead Sea Survival 
of Anrtent Industry— Work 
NcAr Jordan's Mouth. 

There are in the Holy Land but 
few imhislries and these of the 
mi>st priiiiilive kind, says th.- 
Tc. hiiical World. The awful des 
olatioii of tlie Dead sea, however, 
which lie.s nearly 1,300 feet l»elow 
the level of the .Mediterranean, is 
broljen here and there by the salt 
divers, whose work is prohiibly as 
ancient as the human ra< e itself. 
From remotest aftti<|nity the salt 
of tlu' Mead sea has liecn ( ollected 
and brought to the.li i iisah-m mar 
kef, where it is used for curing' 
hides and for domestic iiiir|)ose.-«. 

Dead sea water contains over 
•2T, |ier cent, of solid siilistiUK e, of 
which seven per cent, is chloride 
of sodium, or conitnon suit. It is 
chloride of magnesium which 
gives the water its horribly bitfer 
taste, while the chlordide of caici 
uiu makes it feel smooth and oily to 
the touch, so that after fhe very 
curious sensatioli of a bath in the 
Dead sea, the sliin retains an oHy 
sensation.

According to reports in commission 
and produce circles, storage eggs 
are having a hard "row to hoe" this 
winter. The weather has been 
favorable to the production of fresh 
eggs, and the hens have been laying 
so steadily, that there has been little 
no market for stored eggs all 
winter, Last year and the year be- 
fore a great deal of money was made 
Hit of eggs stored in cold storage, 
^vhcn they were cheap, and sold out 
luring the long period of sleet when 
hens do not lay^ This year the win- 
has been open, and the hens are 
laying e^gs in suflRcient quantities to 
supply the demand. In consequence 
of this the price of fresh eggs is now 
about what the price of stored eggs 
was last year at this time, and 
stored eggs are selling In the neigh- 
borhood of IQ cents a dozen, having 
cost from 12 to 15 cents. There are 
from 7,000 to 8,000 cases of eggs held 
here. There are thirty dozen eggs 
in each case. It is reportjd that 
Chicago has upward of 100.000 cases 
on hand. 

New York is equally as well loaded 
up, with little or no prospect of sell- 
ing out, unless there develops short- 
ly a protracted spell of sleet and 
snow.— Louisville Post.
